Hundred* of thousand* of men 
woald be withdrawn from their 
peaceful occupations, and scarcity 
of labor and higher wages wonld 
necessarily follow.

Unexpected events would occur.

Francs 
wonld be certain to take advantage 
of tbs situation by occupying and 
fortifying the isthmns of Panama. 
The war, ^ginning with a squab 
ble over far off Bamoa, would per¬ 
haps extend the scope of its opera 
tions until it circled the globe. The 
example of France on the isthmns 
wonld be followed by the British in 
Venezuela, and there would be sn 
odor of gnn|»owder in every dime 
lion. 

That the United fttute* wonld 
Anally come out with flying colors 
is a safe prediction to make, but It 
wonld b* a costly triumph in blood 
and treasure. Then would follow 
long years of taxation to pay off the 
Increased national debt, years of 
currency contraction, and last, bat 
not least, a timid of nsw pension 
bills. 

Thsre sre other things to lie eon 
sidered. A foreign war would make 
the American |»eopls hur\ their 
sectional differences, but It would 
also bring with It widespread As 
moral 1 /at Ion, It would build np 
and It would destroy, It wonld sn 
rich, and it would Impoverish. It 
wonld make our flag (cared and 
respected, but It might excite a war 
like spirit that would not rest sells 
fled for a gsueratlen to ooate. 

In view of the past poller of our 
government, It Is not likely tket 
Ike Hninonn trouble will lead to a 
war with German?, lint it can do no 
harm to take a long look ahead and
